SACRAMENTO (AP) - A $ 3 5 .5 
million alcoholism treatment plan, 
to be financed by a tax increase on 
alcoholic beverages, has been vetoed 
by (*ov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
In his veto m essage Sunday. 
Brown said the legislation looks like 
a general tax increase, and he has 
made a pledge to veto general tax in­ 
creases during his first year in of­ 
fice. 
Brown also said he disapproves of 
(he funds going into a single 
program He added that there is lit­ 
tle evidence the $27 million a year al­ 
ready being spent in the fight against 


alcoholism is doing any good 
But he promised to scrutinize ex­ 
isting alcoholism programs next 
year, and expand them where 
warranted. 
The bill was the financial portion 
of an anti-alcoholism package by 
state Sen. Arlen Gregorio. D-San 
Mateo. 
Both houses of the legislature pas­ 
sed it despite heavy lobbying by the 
liquor industry. Brown s legislative 
lieutenants also opposed it. 
Gregorio figured the tax increase 
at $34 million He said it would work 
out to about two cents on a six-pack 


of beer, seven cents on a quart of dis­ 
tilled spirits, and one-fifth cent on a 
fifth of wine. 
The alcoholism resea rch and 
rehabilitation program would have 
required detoxification centers in 
every county starting in 1979. The 
centers instead of the jails would 
receive the public drunks. They 
would also be open to persons seek­ 
ing help on a voluntary basis 
As for the tax. Gregorio a rg u e d 
that it would be more like a shift of 
the burden of alcoholism from the 
general taxpayers to the heavy 
drinkers. 


He said the heavy drinkers, who 
are 15 per cent of the population, 
would pay 75 per cent of the tax. 
Before final passage, the wine lob­ 
by succeeded in amending the bill to 
trim out $6 million in taxes on wine 
But a similar effort by the beer lobby 
failed. That would have cut another 
$15 million out of it. 
Supporters say the liquor lobby is 
so powerful that it has kept Califor­ 
nia s alcoholic beverage taxes nearly 
the lowest in the nation. 
Grc'gorio said the legislation was 
widely supported by public organiza­ 
tions. newspapers, and radio and 


television stations. 
Brown repeated in his veto mes­ 
sage that he is pledged to veto all 
general 
tax increases this year. 
This tax looks very general to me. 
he said. 
. , 
In addition, it would set aside 
revenue in a separate fund for a 
single purpose. Whenever possible^ I 
believe tax dollars should go into the 
general fund for annual appro­ 
priation on a priority basis. 
The ravages of alcohol are only 
too plain 
Yet at ever? level of 
society, we countenance social pres­ 
sures to drink and a media barrage 


tha t extols the virtues of alcohol 
Incre a sing beer and liquor taxes will 
cha nge this very little. 
Not every disease has a cure. 
Brown added. "But whenever the 
sta te can help. I believe it should. We 
now spend $27 million combating 
alcoholism. Vet there is hardly any 
da ta to show the impact of so much 
effort. 
in the coming year. I intend to 
see that our many programs are 
carefully scrutinized and expanded 
whenever warranted.

Students have to unlearn many 
myths about disasters. Stallings 
says. There isn't as much panic, 
looting or breakdown in law and 
order as commonly believed 
"Studies haven’t turned up mass 
panic.” Stallings said. “ It just 
doesn't exist. A breakdown of law 
and order just doesn t occur. There s 
more fear of looting in disasters than 
actual looting 
Stallings said many people are not 
too ruffled by the danger of dis­ 
asters. particularly in areas subject 
to recurring disasters like floods, 
earthquakes, 
hurricanes and 
tor­ 
nadoes. 
“ Hurricanes are so common in the 
gull states that it's almost a festive 
occasion 
People stay inside and 
have hurricane parties, 
he said 
"During Hurricane Camille. 3 7 peo- 


ple were killed in Biloxi. Miss., while 
sitting around drinking at a hurri­ 
cane party at a beach motel .” 
“ And there are all kinds of jokes 
and predictions about what is going 
to happen when a big earthquake hits 
California, but nobody's running 
away." 
The situation gets bad if a city is 
list'd to a disaster of a certain degree 
and is hit with an unusually big 
emergency. 
Stallings told of a 1 9 6 5 New 
Orleans hurricane that caused 
ll(X)ding from nearby Lake Pon­ 
cha rt rain 
“ People were ready for a regular 
hurricane." Stallings said. “ They 
hgured they’d keep their heads down 
until it blew over. But the city was 
almost paralyzed by the flooding. 
They just weren't geared up for the 
flood danger.” 
USC also has an eight-day in­ 
tensive program for full-time public 
officials, and Stallings said he hopes 
to take that program “ on the road 
to Washington. DC., next summer 
and offer it to people in federal agen­ 
cies. 
Stallings said his study of dis­ 
asters has made him a little more 
nervous than most people. He recent­ 
ly lived in the Midwest and says, 
“ My wife and kids thought 1 was a 
nut. Whenever there was a threat of 
tornadoes. I d be prancing around 
looking for flashlights and supplies to 
take to the basement."

solution or of a significant return

National Football League players tor 
the New England Patriots' lonely 
strike stance. Whether it can be 
turned into real support in the next 48 
hours will likely determine the out­ 
come of the players’ latest rebellion 
The Patrio ts, in a show of 
solidarity, voted to strike and forced 
the cancellation of their Sunday ex­ 
hibition against the New York Jets in 
the belief that others would follow 
their demand that N FL owners and 
the players' union reach agreement 
on a new labor contract. 
The followers did not materialize 
over the weekend and now the 
Patriots face a lockout by manage­ 
ment if they attempt to resume prac­ 
tice Tuesday for this weekend's N FL 
opener against Houston. 
Sources said some of the Patriot 
players would attempt later today to 
use such team 
fa c ilitie s as 
whirlpools in an effort to test 
management's threat of a lockout. 
The league maintains that the 
players are still on strike, but it has 
said several times they may not 
practice or play again until the dis­ 
pute is resolved even if the players 
end the strike. 
Meanwhile, N FL owners prepared 
to convene in New York on Tuesday. 
The meeting was called to discuss 
the case of John Gilliam, who is 
seeking to return to the N FL from 
the World Football League. But it 
was certain that the meeting would 
be mostly consumed by the latest 
problem in a league beset by labor 
unrest and court suits. 
Team after team announced Sun­ 
day they supported the Patriots. The 
St Louis Cardinals even voted 30-16 
to strike, but decided that vote was 
not strong enough and went ahead 
with their exhibition game against 
Denver, which the Broncos won 
21-17. 
“ We do not enjoy this task which 
we have taken upon ourselves, said 
Handy Vataha. player represen­ 
tative for the Patriots, who voted 39- 
2 to strike Vataha. holding a news 
conference in a restaurant parking 
lot in Fox boro, Mass., Sunday, called 
on the other 25 N FL clubs to join the 
Patriots on the strike line 
But with one week remaining 
before the N FL season opens-when 


the players begin drawing regular 
checks-there were no immediate 
takers. Player representatives for 
four teams-Buffalo. Denver, Cincin­ 
nati and Dallas-said their teams 
would not vote to strike, and others 
aid they had no immediate intentions 
of taking strike votes. 
In Philadelphia. Eagles line­ 
backer Bill Bergey said today, “ 1 
can't think of anybody on our club 
who would support a strike Maybe 
two or three players at the verv 
most. The rest of our guys are all 
like m e ....We want to play football. 


Hovering over the Patriots and any 
other team which strikes is this 
management statement: any team 
which strikes will not be paid and 
may not practice or play a game un­ 
til a contract is signed or until the 
players union delivers a no-strike 
pledge. 
Washington 
quarterback 
B illy 
Kilm er said players across the 
league were concerned that the 
Patriots not be punished for their ac­ 
tions. He noted that the Redskins 
would meet today to discuss what ac­ 
tion they should take, and he said he 
would vote to strike. 
In Washington. Ed Garvey, ex­ 
ecutive director of the players’ un­ 
ion. huddled with aides throughout 
the day Sunday. Sargent Karch. ex­ 
ecutive director of the N FL Manage­ 
ment Council, did the same in New 
York Both said they were willing to 
negotiate; both said no new sessions 
were scheduled. 
All of which only escalates the 
hard feelings which have developed 
since Jan 31, 1974 when the last con­ 
tract between the union and the 
league expired. A strike last summer 
dissolved in failure without bringing 
a new agreement. 
The impasse which started the 
problems remains: the union insists 
that league rules which bind a player 
to one team are illegal and should be 
settled in the courts, the league in­ 
sists they must be negotiated From 
those stances, the two sides have 
never budged. 


Among the first losers of the strike 
were the Jets and CBS The club es­ 
timated it would have drawn a crowd 
of 15.000 for the Patriots game in 
New Haven. Conn., and that it lost 
between $50,000 and $75,000.

The nationally-televised contest 
ABC-TV. 6 p.m. PDT was scheduled 
little more than a year ago and 
Schaefer Stadium’s 63.000 seats— 
almost twice as many as B C .’s 
campus stadium—have been sold out 
since January. 
“ If the Pope wanted to get m l 
couldn’t find him a seat,'' says B.C. 
publicist Reid Oslin. “ Nothing has 
ever generated this type of excite­ 
ment at B C before We’ve sold over 
6.000 season tickets to our student 
body of 8.000 because of this game.” 
This is Boston College's chance to 
gam the national football prestige 
that has passed it by despite strong 
teams such as last year's, which won 
its lust six games by a combined 270- 
27 score to finish 8-3 but was ignored 
bv the pollsters and the bowl com­ 


mittees. 
Not red Dame, of course, is Notre 
Dame, which means all that is 
traditional in college football and. as 
an extra added attraction, the 
Fighting Irish will be making their 
debut under a new coach, Dan 
Devine. The former head man at 
Misouri and before that at Arizona 
State returned from the pro ranks to 
the colleg e game when Ara 
Parseghian resigned at the end of the 
1974 campaign 
Notre Dame is ninth in The As­ 
sociated Press poll; Boston College 
is unranked 
“ I don't think anything parallels 
all the talk and interest we’ve had 
about this game,” says B.C. Coach 
Joe Yukica, “ not only on the team 
and among our alumni and in the 
Boston area, but beyond the confines 
of New England in all the areas 
where we recruit It transcends what 
you usually associated with college 
football 
“ We’ve never been on national 
television before, and until you get 
that national exposure, regardless of 
what you think you have in the way of 


tradition, to be seen by 40 million 
people does things that take us days 
and years to expose somebody to. We 
could have sold 100.000. maybe 
150.000 tickets if we had room.” 
Even Carl Yastrzemski, slugging 
first baseman of the Boston Red Sox. 
has said he’d like to attend, but the 
Bosox have a prior engagement 25 
miles or so up the road with the 
Milwaukee Brewers. 


Devine’s only previous contact 
with Boston College came in his first 
regular-season game as coach of the 
Green Bay Packers when B C grad 
Bob Hyland of the New York Giants 
crashed into him on the sidelines and 
broke Devine s leg. 
“ Certainly an opening game at 
Notre Dame is different from other 
openers." says Devine, who knows 
he is on the spot and is bound to be 
compart'd with such Notre Dame 
coaches as Knute Rockne 105-12-5, 
Frank Leahy 87-11-9 and Parseghian 
95-17-4 
Ironically, Leahy also 
coached B.C. to a 20-2 record in 1939- 
40. 
“ It s not the first time I've suc- 


Haden nearly passed the Sun to a 
touchdown only to have time run out 
with the Sun on the Hornet's one- 
vard line. 
They saw Davis break Kermit 
Johnson's single-game club rushing 
record of 137 yards.

'Pressing flesh' 
can be fatal 


“ This incident under no circumstances will pre­ 
vent me or preclude me from contacting the 
American people as I travel from one state to 
another and one community to another, 
President 
Ford said shortly after the attempt on his life in 
Sacramento 
Thanks to the alertness of his Secret Service 
bodyguard and a great deal of sheer good luck, what 
happened - or almost happened - on a fine, sunny 
day in a park outside the California state capitol re­ 
mains just that: an incident, a bizarre footnote 
rather than another ugly, bloodstained chapter in 
modern American political history. 
Again we have been made frighteningly aware, as 
we were in Dallas in 1963. that despite the best 
protection it is humanly possible to provide, despite 
the most elaborate security precautions, our presi­ 
dents are relatively easy targets for a determined 
assassin. 
What is especially sobering about the incident in 
Sacramento is that it was apparently no well 
thought-out plan or plot against the President. It 
had all the earmarks of an impulsive, opportunistic 
act by a deranged individual. What saved President 
Ford was that his would-be assassin, Lynette From- 
mc. simplv did not know how to operate the pistol 
she held a scant few feet from his body. 
The conjecture that has been offered, that the 
President s assailant did not intend to kill him but 
was merely seeking publicity for some cause she 
thinks she stands for. or as a warning to the so- 
called power structure, is perhaps even more dis­ 
turbing in its implications. 
Are our presidents, not to mention our candidates 
for the presidency, not only to be threatened by the 
dark designs of the dedicated assassins but now also 
to be hostage to the whims of the sick individuals 
who infect our society and who are present in even 
the most spontaneous crowds9 


Again we have been told that unless we want to 
lock our presidents inside the White House, or per­ 
mit them to appear before the people only in bullet­ 
proof containers, the ever-present possibility of as­ 
sassination is simply a risk that goes with the job. 
But while President Ford, as well as his predeces­ 
sors, have accepted that risk, many people are ask­ 
ing today whether that risk is as necessary as it 
may have been before television gave a president a 
means other than personal contact of presenting 
himself to the public. 


It is highlv dubious that any essential purpose is 
served by the hectic ritual of hand-waving and 
hand-shaking most of our recent presidents have 
delighted in — “ pressing the flesh, 
as Lyndon B. 
Johnson called it. Certainly, as far as being 
translated into votes for the president or his party, 
as a way of enlightening the people about his 
policies, or of himself learning the people’s 
problems and concerns, its usefulness must ap­ 
proach the vanishing point. 


Those who greet a president most warmly may 
wtually have no intention of voting for him. They 
ùmply want to be able to say that they touched a 
[»resident. 


Political animals that they are, our presidents 
w»em to have a natural need to bask in the adulation 
rf the crowd. But do thoughtful Americans really 
need it. or want it? As more than one observer has 
urged, surely the traditional airport motorcade and 
casual mingling with the people to “press the tlesh 
and all the other political hoopla can be minimized

W A SH IN G TO N - The Senate 
Intelligence Committee has evidence 
that exploding light bulbs, silencer- 
equipped machine guns built into at­ 
tache cases, and dozens of other 
Jam es Bond assassination weapons 
have been purchased in recent years 
by U.S. intelligence agencies. 
This secret arsenal of exotic 
murder devices includes deadly, but 
seemingly innocent, household items 
and intricate remote-control explo­ 
sive systems for blowing up unsus­ 
pecting victims from miles away. 
The committee has documenta­ 
tion on these weapons, as well as 
first-hand information on another 
U.S. intelligence enterprise, a do­ 
mestically 
trained assassination 
team whose members learn how to 
kill without leaving clues. 
Sources close to the committee 
said there is no present evidence that 
the killer squad was put into action 
either abroad or in the United States. 
And the CIA has steadfastly played 
down any role in assassinations.

“ They wouldn t take that drastic 
step.” the veteran Mafia specialist 
said. “ Generally, in an outfit kill- 
it’s because he violated some 
mg 
outfit rule. They only clip the guy if 


he hurt them. 
“ Jim m y , 
anvone.’’ 
the agent, who over the years had 
occasion to “ work him (Hoffa) all 
the time." pointed out that Hoffa had 
been given a whopping pension grant 
by the Teamsters, but never let the 
money go to his head. Still, said the 
agent, he was “ power mad. He was a

“ He didn't drink or smoke, didn t 
womanize. He d eat his meals in an 
airport restaurant and grab a sand­ 
wich and eat it on the run . . . and I 
don’t think he ever really did enjoy it 
(the pension).

After 
denying for months that “ mail 
covers" had been put on anyone in 
1975. the Pentagon thought better of 
it and confirmed to Sen. John Tun- 
ney. D-Calif. a few days ago that it 
had ordered 14 covers. The mail 
covers permit federal snoopers to 
keep track of all mail reaching the 
target of the probe . . . 


It has always been thus for LE A A . a youthtui (six years- 
old) and immature federal bureaucracy: logic has never 
fazed its relentless quest for ways to spend the taxpayers- 
coins. Set up originally as another government attempt to, 
curb crime through innovation, the agency has succeeded-- 
in the latter but at the expense of the former. 


While spending nearly $6 billion on some ot the gel 
damdest. jim-dandiest. gee-williker innovations in law 
enforcement history, crime in America during the period 
has risen by 40 per cent. 
Great numbers of people in this town are thus beginning 
to wonder whether there isn’t a cheaper way for muggers 
and rapists to succeed. 
LEA A . of course, will have none of the talk of modifica­ 
tion. Its latest project, for example, is a 15-week. $541,623— 
study “ to improve the physical fitness of the nation s 
police officers.” Noting that too many cops are going the ~* 
way of all flesh, while criminals presumably keep fit and' * 
trim. LEA A proposes the development of exercises and ^ 
exercise manuals which will 'build confidence and eti< ( 
tive police responses in dangerous situations. 
Never mind that there are on the market today more 
exercise plans than there are police to use them. LEA A 
says $541.623 more is needed to develop something 
suitable for the nation’s chubby constabulary. 
At that, the expenditures of half a million for exercise is 
cheap by LE A A standards. It once spent $25 million to*; 
conduct an opinion poll ot crime and is now spending 
$300.000 more to evaluate the success of the original 
project. When the agency was first created, moreover, it 
established a $30 million Pilot Cities Program that mer­ 
cifully was cut short (after $20 million) when other 
government investigators determined the project had no 
real national significance. 
. 
In general, a chief complaint against LEA A is that 
precious few of its expensive programs have national 
significance. Another complaint is that many of the 
programs have no local significance either 
Last year, at a cost of $1 million, LEA A invented a 
“ citizen's alarm " wristwatch which was said to enable 
wearers to warn authorities of personal troubles. Unfor­ 
tunately. the watches do not transmit signals over 500 
feet, which somewhat limits protection for everybody 
who is not bedridden. Besides, say realists, a crime vic­ 
tim able to afford a watch alarm is the one who would 
have adequate locks on his doors and windows in the first 


place. 
This wristwatch solution to criminal superiority, by the 
way. seems to be- something of a fixation with LE A A 
Currently it is budgeting $350.000 to develop a watch that 
will monitor the degree of stress experienced by cops on 
active duty Essentially, and no kidding. LEA A wants 
police, at a glance, to be able to measure the stress 
engendered by various activities 
The good purpose of all this, however, has not been 
adequately explained. If a cop notes that his stress rate is 
too high as he chases a hoodlum, does he give up the pur­ 
suit? L E A A does not easily broach such incidentals. 
In time, perhaps, if LEA A is allowed continuation of its 
$770 million budget (which is $300 million more than that 
of the F B I), the agency will create the complete cop. Soft 
of shoe, hard of muscle and electronically motivated 
Besides this he will be well-dressed in lightweight armor 
that LEA A , has developed at $1.5 million, for use as 
sports jacket material. 
Ah. yes, that'll be the day. And by Godfrey the crooks^ 
should be forewarned because by then LEA A will have 
spent so much money there won't be any left for stealing"

The book and the movie about the 
“ towering inferno.” a skyscraper 
fire which trapped people on upper 
floors, was a skillful dramatization 
but it was no exaggeration of a clear 
and present danger. 
In my home-base city of Chicago 
the fire death rate is the highest of 
all large cities. Yet. fire-conscious 
as the city should be, it continues to 
build perpendicular structures — 
Michigan Avenue is an alabaster 
asparagus — piling people on people 
higher and higher until they are way 
out of reach for any fire-fighting 
equipment so far devised. 
Skyscraper fires are not all fiction. 
There have been two recent fires in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil; hundreds died. 
Film s of those fires are the stuff of 
which nightmares are made 
And 
every big-city building official knows 
it can happen here. 
When it does, it will be like the 
sinking of the Titanic. Immediate­ 
ly. a hurt, angry and vindictive 
citiz en ry w ill be looking for 


somebody to punish 
Skyscraper safety features will be 
re-re-examined, some closed down 
pending 
mandatory 
modification 
The resultant chaos w ill deal a 
monumental blow to the already 
overstrained budgets of the big 
cities. 
Los Angeles has made sprinklers 
— every fireman s choice for effec­ 
tive fire fighting — mandatory in all 
new buildings taller than eight 
stories. That will help. Nobody's 
ever been killed in a building with 
sprinklers working 
However the killer in most high- 
rise fires is not flame, it s smoke. So 
Chicago is presently contemplating a 
building code revision requiring 
compartmentalization — with each 
floor divided horizontally — and each 
five floors separated vertically. 
Each of these compartments could 
be sealed off to confine both fire and 
smoke. 
In fighting a high-rise fire the 
biggest problem is gaming access to 


the upper floors 
Elevators with 
heat-sensitive controls stop running 
And from the outside, effective tire 
equipment can reach upward only 
about 80 feet. 
New elevators installed in Chicago 
are equipped with an over-ride, mak­ 
ing them immediately available to 
fire fighters. 
Fire Department helicopters are 
equipped with “ rooftop nets 
which 
can be lowered to a rooftop or an up­ 
per window to rescue trapped 
persons one at a time, unless the fire 
has made such headway that violent 
updrafts wreck the chopper. 


And fire prevention is less effec­ 
tive as arson becomes more 
frequent. The National Fire Protec­ 
tion Assn. counts more than 100,000 
fires “ purposely set" in the United 
States last year, three times more 
than 10 years ago

call the English language. If you are 
going to understand the music of 
today’s Dobros and 12-string geetars, 
you m ust adapt to an entirely new 
dialect born of the hills of Kentucy, 
the South and m ost of the West 
(W aist). 
Y kin coal me a lar, but I am con­ 
vinced that the current popularity of 
these hillbilly ballads has m ore to do 
with illiteracy among our young than 
comic books and television — and 
that's saying a lot. Educationwise, 


you’d have to say that tom ’s r hod. 
W hat can you expect of a child who 
listens to a popular guitar hero 
chanting. “ Goodbah, doan crah, 
a h ’m goan fah aw ah. ”? (H ey, 
Junior, how com e you got a D in 
public speaking?) 
The C-W clan does not recognize 
the ultim ate “ g.” G uitars are ringin’ 
and people are singin’, but ah m 
sah’n and crah n for you. You set 
mah hot afar, and even though we re 
not m arred, ah’m dah’n for the sot of 
you. From moan til dock. 


Since the aim of the teachers in 
har education is to prom ote, among 
other things, com m unication, I think 
there should be courses offered in 
C ountry-W estern, 
Folkspeak and 
Illiteracy, usually identical. 


Final exam s would include iden­ 
tification of the vocalist who sang 


“ Your hot ism on ” and "Ah crod and 
sod for you.”

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am a 65- 
vear-old m an and have had a 
duodenal ulcer for m any years. 
My problem is that no am ount of 
dieting does m e any good. I never 
could eat between m eals. I seem to 
get real full in a day’s tim e and can­ 
not choke food down. I also gain 
weight if I eat m ore than three m eals 
a day. When I gain weight I feel 
lousy, short of breath, can’t stoop 
over without becoming nauseated 
and light-headed. 
The doctor said I should eat every 
two hours. It doesn't help my diges­ 
tion. and the only thing that does me 
anv good is Maalox. 
i'm 5 feet 7 and weigh 155 pounds. I 
norm ally weighed 135 to 140 pounds 
before f started the diets the doctors 
put me on 
I would certainly ap­ 
preciate any advice you can give me. 
DEAR READER - Every ulcer 
patient has to be treated individual­ 
ly. Perhaps your doctor has a good 
reason for his recom m endations. 
There are som e generalizations, 
though, that m ight interest you. The

diet is often of lim ited value in the 
treatm ent of ulcers. Recent studies 
show that most people can even eat 
some spicy foods without it affecting 
the healing or m anagem ent of the ul­ 
cer. You can eat so-called roughage 
too. and it will not m ake any dif­ 
ference. 
The problem with m any of the 
older ulcer diets is that they included 
too m any calories, because they 
w ere loaded with fat, particularly 
saturated fat. That leads to obesity 
and an 
inc re a se in h ea rt and 
vascular disease. 
The protein in foods tends to 
neutralize the acid-digestive juice in 
the stom ach. But you don’t have to 
use cream or whole milk for that. 
Unless you have poor tolerance to 
milk, which causes bloating and dis­ 
com fort in m any adults with and 
without ulcers, you could use for­ 
tified skim milk. A glass between 
m eals m ight help. If you don’t like 
the first brand try another. Some 
brands of fortified skim milk taste a 
great deal better than others. 


You can take antacids such as 
Maalox. The best tim e to take them 
is between m eals and at bed time. 
Eating a regular meal will usually 
neutralize the acid-digestive juice 
for about one and a half to two hours. 
You have another increase at bed 
tim e. Use that inform ation to take 
antacids four times a day to neutralize 
stom ach acid. That is what the food 
is for. so this might do the trick for 
vou without making you fat. 
Your doctor might also give you 
some medicine to block the nerve 
stim ulation to the form ation of acid- 
digestive juice These help a great 
deal in som e patients, but not 
everyone can take them 
In older 
persons they can cause difficulty in 
bladder action if the prostate is 
enlarged, or occasionally problem s 
with pressure in the eyes 
Also you should avoid caffeine, 
that m eans stopping coffee, tea. and 
colas, as these all stim ulate the 
production of acid-digestive juice. 
Alcohol and cigarettes are also for­ 
bidden
